The two liberal senators conducting the 
filibuster say they need the votes of only two 
senators to reverse two earlier tests which 
showed supporters of deregulating natural 
gas have the votes to win.

Under Senate precedents, the next 
vote would likely be scheduled Tuesday, 
although there was no assurance that 
tradition would be continued. 
White House lobbyists have remained 


neutral on whether the filibuster should 
continue, but the President’s principal 
consumer adviser today said she supported 
it. 
Testifying at a Senate natural gas 
hearing, E sther Peterson, President 
Carter’s special assistant for consumer 
affairs, told the second filibuster leader, 
Sen Howard Metzenbaum, D + Ohio, she 
has “very strong support for what you are 
doing .’’ 
In calculating their chances for a victory. 
Abourezk and Metzenbaum are pinning 
their hopes on a tie floor vote. 
Vice President Walter F Mondale would 
then have to break the deadlock — by voting 
for the Carter administration’s plan to 
continue controls

ALGIERS, Algeria (AP) - Five hijackers 
who look a Japanese Jetliner on a six-day

airline officials said. 
ALGIERS, Algeria (AP) — A Japanese 
jetliner 
under the command of five 
hijackers and carrying $6 million ransom, 
19 hostages and six other terrorists landed 
in Algiers today after an overnight, two-stop 
journey from Bangladesh, government 
officials said. 
An official communique said landing 
permission had been given “at the express 
demand of the Japanese government and 


for humanitarian reasons.” 
But there was no immediate indication 
how the Algerians would handle the 
situation. 
The Japan Air Lines plane touched down 
at 2:20 p.m. local time (10:20 a.m. EDT), 
airline officials said. 
One American was among the captives 
still aboard the plane. 
The hijackers, 
believed looking for 
asylum in a sympathetic country, had 
commandeered the DC8 over India last 
Wednesday, forced it to land in at Dacca in 
neighboring 
Bangladesh, 
where 
they 
released most of their hostages. After a 4Vi- 
day siege, they took off from Dacca Sunday, 
stopping in Kuwait and Damascus, Syria, 


refueling and freeing more hostages on the 
way. 
There was speculation that if Algeria 
refused to give the terrorists refuge, they 
would turn to Libya or South Yemen, two 
Arab countries with radical governments 
which have accepted hijackers and other 
terrorists in the past. The hijackers are 
members of the ultraleftist Japanese Red 
Army, which works closely with the radical 
Popular Front for 
the Liberation of 
Palestine. 
The take off from the Syrian capital had 
been delayed while Japanese and Syrian 
officials tried to get more hostages re­ 
leased, but the hijackers refused and or­ 
dered the pilot to take off. 


There had been 156 persons aboard when 
the terrorists seized control of the Paris- 
toTokyo plane early Wednesday after it took 
off from Bombay. 


The hijackers freed 115 of their hostages 
in Dacca, seven more in Kuwait and 10 in 
Damascus. This left 12 captive passengers 
and the crew of seven aboard along with the 
five hijackers and six terrorists freed from 
Japanese prisons in response to the 
hijackers’ demands. The Japanese govern­ 
ment also paid a ransom of $6 million. 


The hijackers were believed to have 
boarded the plane in Bombay and were 
armed with automatic weapons, greandes 
and plastic explosives.

TRUTH IN FUNERALS 
From all indications, the government is about to 
require more candor and more competition in the funeral 
industry — and that could turn out to be a good thing for 
the industry as well as for the families it serves. 
Certainly the itemized cost of a funeral should be made 
available, without hesitation, to anyone who requests it 
Nor is there any reason why funeral firectors — or 
lawyers, or doctors, or anyone else — shoudl be for­ 
bidden, by law or custom, to advertise the prices they 
charge or the services they provide. 
Two years ago the Federal Trade Commission 
proposed that such rules of operation be made man­ 
datory. And after taking testimony in six cities, an FTC 
judge, Jack B. Kahn, has reached a similar conclusion. 
Kahn found that some families are paying t oo much 
for funerals because they buy services (like expensive 
caskets) they don’t need. Sometimes they simply haven’t 
been told what the less costly alternatives might be. 
He also found that state regulatory boards tend to be 
dominated by the industry itself and that price com­ 
petition often is frowned on rattier than encoursaged. 
In many cases, we suspect, families buy expensive 
funerals as much out of pride (“What will the neighbors 
think? ”) as out of confusion or bereavement. 
It’s also fair to say that funeral directors, as a group, 
are as honest and ethical as people in any other business 
or profession. 
For its own protection, though, the public is better off 
knowing a lot about a product or service than knowing 
little. And the funeral industry is no exception to the rule.

UPINJARGON

The Family, by a vote of 8 to5, 
is here to stay. 
Thirteen authors (an unlucky 
number) contributed essays and 
research papers to ths latest 
issue of Daedalus, the quarterly 
journal 
published 
by the 
Academy of Arts and Sciences. 
Eight writers confirm the 
durability of the family; five 
have doubts and misgivings, 
buttressed with footnotes. 
The academy, located in the 
foothills of Brookline, is a kind of 
hangout for academics who 
have it made. Four times a year 
they descend from their mini- 


Olympus and give us the Word 
on an issue of great concern to 
Bostonians and other members 
of the human race. 
In recent years, they’ve 
wrapped up the oil crisis, 
slavery, 
colonialism 
and 
racism, and Edward Gibbon and 
the decline and fall of the 
Roman 
Empire 
(research 
findings: it declined and fell, 
just as Gibbon said). 
Daedalus has also devoted an 
issue to “language as a human 
problem.” While family life is 
here to stay, we are not so 
certain about the future of the 
English language. Daedalus is 
part of the problem. 
After learning in an essay 
entitled “A Biosocial Per­ 
spective On Parenting” that 
“we are part of a mammalian 
primate heritage that has 
existed for years,” we plunge 
into this, 
in another essay: 
“While family systems vary 
enormously in the relationship 
of the adult male to his offspring 
and in the extensiveness of the 
special support system in which 
the mother and infant live, little 
or no cultural variation can be 
found in the physical proximity 
and emotional closeness of the 
mother and infant in the early 
months following birth.” 
The elementary particles of 
family life are bombarded with 
statistics. “In another study, 
nearly 
3000 parents with 
children under the age of 3 were 
asked, ‘When your child falls 
down what do you do?’ ” The 
researcher discovered: “More 
fathers (28 per cent) than 
mothers (17 per cent) said they 
would help the Child get up, and 
more mothers (68 per cent) than 
fathers (46 per cent) said they 
would wait until the child got up 
by himself.’’ 
We suspected the family is 
indestructible and we are glad to 
have Daedalus confirm it. If the 
family can survive this kind of 
writing—call it scholarship— we 
know it will survive everything.

The Superior Court in Los 
Angeles County is at a crisis 
point because of the spate of 
civil filings. The backlog of such 
cases now stands at more than 
50,000, and is increasing by 
10,000 a year. Litigants must 
wait an average of 32 months 
Burger believes that informal 
procedures, such as arbitration 
by a tribunal of nonlawyers, ora 
mix of nonlawyers and lawyers, 
could settle most of the small- 
claims and other minor suits 
that now deluge the courts. 
He also points to the grievance 
procedures of labor unions and 
telephone hotlines for resolving 
consumer complaints as suc­ 
cessful examples of how to settle 
differences without recourse to

The strange drug case 
had its beginning in 1973 at 
New York's Kennedy Air­ 
port. Drug-sniffing dogs 
led authorities to 25 film 
canisters loaded with mil­ 
lions of dollars worth of 
opium. 
The guilty finger was 
pointed at a dapper Asian 
named Puttapom Khram­ 
khruan who, it turned out, 
was not only a major nar­ 
cotics smuggler but a valu­ 
able CIA agent in Thailand 
as well. 
The Justice Department 
proceeded to lock him up, 
but the CIA protested that 
“national security* was at 
stake and refused to turn 
its documents over to the 
prosecutors. The CIA 
brought eqough pressure 
that the case was quietly 
dropped, and Khram­ 
khruan slipped back into 
Thailand. 
But in 1975, a House 
Government Operations 
subcom mittee learned 
about the case and de­ 
manded hundreds of pages 


CIA chief William Colby 
insisted to the subcommit­ 
tee that the agency had 
'fully cooperated” with the 
prosecutors. And the CIA’s 
association general coun­ 
sel, John Greaney, even 
testified under oath that 
'we did not recommend 
that he not be prosecuted.* 
These statements are 
flatly contradicted, howev­ 
er, by the CIA’s own docu­ 
ment^. The censored CIA 
material that was turned 
over to the subcommittee 
shows clearly that Grea­ 
ney and the agency tried to 
kill the case. 
The plan to save Khram­ 
khruan, according to the 
documents, was supposed 
to go like this: “John Grea­ 
ney will attempt to plea 
bargain (to) nave him 
plead guilty to some leaser 
charge.” The narcotics 
smuggler would then be 
'given a suspended sen­ 
tence and deported.” 
Another CIA memo de­ 
scribes how a CIA lawyer 
would “attempt to negoti­ 
ate with the prosecutors to 
drop the charges.* Grea­ 
ney himself recommended 
in writing that “this case 
be discussed with ... De­ 
partment of Justice on the 
grounds that they ask the 
U.S. Attorney to drop the 
prosecution.* 
After detailing the con­ 
tacts between Greaney and 
the prosecutors, another 
CIA memo announced tri­ 
umphantly that it was 
through exhaustive effort 
by (CIA) Office of General 


tee also believes that Grea­ 
ney intentionally withheld 
the name of Khramkruan’s 
CIA contact. Greaney had 
told the subcommittee that 
he didn’t know the name of 
the smuggler’s CIA case 
officer. But the subcom­ 
mittee report says there 
were “numerous referenc­ 
es* to the case officer in 
the CIA documents, add­ 
ing: “It appears inconceiv­ 
able Mr. Greaney did not

Acting CIA Direc­ 
tor Carl Duckett wrote an 
“apparently incomplete, 
inaccurate and mislead­ 
ing* letter to Sen. Charles 
Percy,"R-Ill., according to 
the subcommittee. Duckett 
wrote that Khramkhruan 
did not work for the CIA 
until 1972. But CIA docu­ 
ments quote Khramkhruan 
as saying in 1973 that he 
had worked for the agency 
for “several years.” 
States the secret House 
report: “It was ironic that 
the CIA should be given the 
responsibility of narcotics 
intellige 
•, particularly 
since the> were supporting 
the prime movers.

Helms allegedly lied 
about our story, first pub­ 
lished in 1972, that the CIA 
had worked with Interna­ 
tional Telephone and Tele­ 
graph to block Chilean 
President Salvador Al- 
lende from taking office. 
Both the CIA and ITT 
denied our story. It took a 
Senate investigation to get 
the facts out. Now a grand 
jury has recommended 
multiple*count indictments 
against Helms for misin­ 
forming the Senate. 
This development has 
top CIA officials in a tizzy. 
They fear Helms may be 
forced to divulge national 
secrets in order to defend 
himself. “Helms has the 
constitutional right to de­ 
fend himself,* one CIA 
source pointed out to us. 
“This gives him the right to 
repeat in open court his 
most intimate conversa­ 
tions with presidents. The 
damage that could result 
from this would be incalcu­ 
lable.“ 
He called the perjury 
charges against Helms 
“astounding* and *un bel­ 
ieves ble.” Foreign intelli­ 
gence services no longer 
will cooperate with the 
CIA, he warned, if a CIA 
director can be compelled 
to divulge confidences in 
open court.

TRUTH IN FUNERAUS 
From all indications, the government is about to 
require more candor and more competition in the funeral 
industry — and that could turn out to be a good thing for 
the industry as well as for the families it serves. 
Certainly the itemized cost of a funeral should be made 
available, without hesitation, to anyone who requests it 
Nor is there any reason why funeral firectors — or 
lawyers, or doctors, or anyone else — shoudl be for­ 
bidden, by law or custom, to advertise the prices they 
charge or the services they provide 
Two years ago the Federal Trade Commission 
proposed that such rules of operation be made man­ 
datory. And after taking testimony in six cities, an FTC 
judge, Jack B Kahn, has reached a similar conclusion. 
Kahn found that some families are paying t oo much 
for funerals because they buy services (like expensive 
caskets) they don’t need Sometimes they simply haven’t 
been told what the less costly alternatives might be. 
He also found that state regulatory boards tend to be 
dominated by the industry itself and that price com­ 
petition often is frowned on rather than encoursaged. 
In many cases, we suspect, families buy expensive 
funerals as much out of pride (“What will the neighbors 
think'> ” ) as out of confusion or bereavement. 
It’s also fair to say that funeral directors, as a group, 
are as honest and ethical as people in any other business 
or profession 
For its own protection, though, the public is better off 
knowing a lot about a product or service than knowing 
little And the funeral industry is no exception to the rule.

Aldridge quits Chamber 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - Mahlon R. Aldridge III 
resigned today as head of the Missouri Chamber of Commerce 
Governmental Affairs Department to head the Committee for 
Responsible Consumerism. 
That group is seeking a new state law limiting the period 
during which product manufacturers are responsible for their 
products. 
The group was formed during the waning weeks of the last 
regular legislative session and is focusing its efforts on the next 
session that will open in January. Aldridge had been the cham­ 
bers chief lobbyist for the past six years. 
A Missouri Senate committee has begun hearings into product 
liability matters and is expected to make a recommendation to 
the hill Senate in the next few months. 


Soviets promote Kuznetsov 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet Union gave a major political 
promotion today to 76-year-old Vasily V. Kuznetsov, one of its top 
diplomatic troubleshooters. The move came at the start of a week 
of high-level policy meetings that are also expected to name a 
formal second in command to president Leonid I. Brezhnev. 
Moscow radio announced that Kuznetsov, the top deputy to 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko, was named one of eight 
candiate members of the Communist party’s ruling Politburo. 
There are also 14 full members of the Politburo, headed by 
Brezhnev. 
Kuznetsov was once an exchange worker at the Ford Motor Co. 
in the United States and received a degree from the Carnegie 
School of Mines in Pittsburgh. 
The promotion moves Kuznetsov, who has helped guide Soviet 
foreign policy on China, the Cuban missile crisis, the Middle East 
and the 1968 Czechoslovak invasion, from purely government 
work to the top political arena. 
There was immediate speculation that Kuznetsov may succeed 
Gromyko, 68, as foreign minister. Some diplomats said that 
Gromyko, who has been foreign minister for 20 years, could be 
named by the Soviet parliament this week to the newly created 
post of "first vice president,” or Brezhnev’s righthand man. 


Small claims guide issued 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — The state Department of 
Consumer Affairs has issued a guide to use of Missouri’s Small 
Claims Court to make more citizens aware of the method of 
solving small disputes. 
Since the system was created a year ago, nearly 10,000 claims 
have been filed throughout the state. Officials said many of those 
centered around landlord-tenant and automobile repair disputes, 
incorrect billing, defective products and complaints about goods 
and services. 
"Although a significant number of cases have been filed in the 
state’s small claims courts, too many Missourians simply are not 
aware of the system,” said James Sullivan, Consumer Affairs 
Department director. 
The court provides a method for solving disputes up to $500 for 
a few of no more than $10 and no requirement that a person hire 
an attorney.

(AP) — Ten people — including seven 
children — were killed when an Amtrak train traveling 70 miles 
an hour slammed into a pickup truck they were riding in. None of 
the 40 passengers in the train was injured in the accident Sunday.

Carter considers oil levy 


WASHNGTON (AP) — Energy Secretary James R. Schlesi- 
nger says President Carter is considering a $5-a-barrel levy on oil 
imports if Congress doesn’t go along with increased domestic oil 
taxes. The import fee would raise gasoline prices five to seven 
cents a gallon, the same increase envisioned by the President’s 
original proposal, Schlesinger said on Sunday.

Eyewitnesses said a large squad of agents from India’s central 
bureau of investigation took Mrs. Gandhi, 58, into custody at her 
New Delhi home. 
Mrs. Gandhi was charged with acquiring 104 vehicles through 
misuse of her official position, India’s national news agency 
reported. 
A large crowd assembled outside Mrs. Gandhi’s home as soon 
as supporters learned of the raid and while she was still inside. 
They chanted "Long live Indira Gandhi. ” 
Shortly after the plain-clothesmen arrived, supporters of Mrs. 
Gandhi issued a statement in her name charging that the "arrest 
is a political one. It is to prevent me from going to the people. It is 
an attempt to discredit me in their eyes and the eyes of the 
world.” 


Davis wanderings curtailed

millionaire defendant Cullen Davis will be curtailed after he 
reportedly spoke with the mother of a juror, who may decide if he 
lives or dies. 
Davis, 44, on trial for the August, 1976 slaying of his step­ 
daughter, has had the run of the courthouse for the last two 
months since the trial was moved here from Fort Worth on a 
change of venue. 
State Dist. Court Judge John Dowlen issued the curtailment 
directive after meeting with attorneys Saturday. It takes effect 
today. Prosecutors said they feared jury contamination since 
relatives have in the past been allowed to visit the sequestered 
juryonoccassion. 
“It’s a legitimate concern,” Dowlen told reporters after the 
mooting. "I don’t think this situation will come up again.”

Foods that prevent aging

Q. Is it true that certain foods 
help prevent aging? I recall 
reading a newspaper article that 
promoted sardines as such a 
food. 
A. Wholesome foods In a 
balanced diet are essential for 
health, and in that way con­ 
tribute to a longer life. However, 
no specific foods are known to 
have the ability to delay aging. 
~~People 
who 
have 
been 
reported to live unusually long 
(130 years or so) inhabit 
mountainous areas, such as in 
certain parts of the Andes in 
South America 
and in the 
Russian 
Caucasus. 
Nutrition 
scientists who have visited these 
places have not observed any 
particular uniqueness about the 
food habits of the very elderly 
people but are impressed with 
the fact that all of them are very 
active physically. 
Also, 
anyone 
who 
does 
physical work in the thinner 
atmosphere of high altitudes 
exerts more effort than is 
needed for the same task at sea 
level. The extra exertion is 
thought 
to 
help 
maintain 
healthier respiratory and cir­ 
culatory systems which enable 
people to live 
longer than 
average. 
Some interesting data related 
to this topic was presented by 
H arvard 
researchers 
last 
spring They found 28 per cent 


fewer deaths from coronary 
heart disease for men living 
above 7,000 feet compared to 
those livirig at 3,000 to 4,000 feet 
One does not need to move to 
the mountains to obtain the 
benefits of exercise, of course a 
regular daily routine of physical 
activity is likely to improve 
one’s present state of health and 
could add many active years to 
foe life span as well. 
Q. Why is >tnc important In the 
diet? 
A. Zinc is an essential element 
for plants, animals and man. 
Whenever 
an 
inadequate 
amount of this mineral is 
present 
some 
characteristic 
signs of deficiency occur. 
In humans, sexual develop­ 
ment and growth may be 
retarded in younger people. 
Ability to taste and wound 
healing are also adversely af­ 
fected. 
Q. Is it a good idea to take a 
tine supplement? 
A. Typical American diets 
should supply enough tine. 
Meat, liver, eggs and seafood 
(oyster, especially) are good 
sources. Milk and whole grain 
products also contribute sine. 
Some recent research findings 
raise questions about the 
desireability of routine zinc 
supplementation. High levels of 
zinc intake in relation to low 
levels of copper have been 
associated with higher levels of 
cholesterol in the blood and thus 
greater risk of cardiovascular 
disease. Until more is known 
about this situation it seems that 
caution in the use of zinc sup­ 
plements is in order.

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has some tips on 
what to collect and how to make 
wreaths,

You can gather most of the 
plants you’ll need from fields or 
along country roads. If it’s 
private property, get permission 
from the owner first. And don’t 
forget that most parks have 
regulations 
against taking 


plants. 
Collect more things than you 
think you’ll need. It takes a lot of 
pine cones and seed pods to 
make even a small decoration. 
When you bring the dry 
material into the house, put it 
immediately in a warm oven 
(about 150 degrees) for 15 to 30 
minutes. This will kill any in­ 
sects. 
Pine cones will most likely 
head your list. For tailored 
wreaths you’ll need cones that 
are as uniform in size and shape 
as possible. 
For free-form 
wreaths, collect as many dif­ 
ferent sizes as possible, from 
tiny hemlock cones to huge long- 
leaf pine cones. It’s best to 
gather cones after the scales 
have folly opened out. But, the 
scales close up again if the cones 
become wet. To open them, just 
put the cones in a warm oven

Springfield neighbors 
don't like growth plan 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (AP) — 


Officials 
in 
ciiios 
near 


Springfield are not happy about 
the larger city’s plan to more 
than double its site. 
Ordinances proposed at a 


meeting Monday night would 
add 10 square miles of land to 
Springfield’s boundaries, which 
now cover 64 square miles. It 
would add about 10,000 people 
to Springfield’s currsnt esti­ 
mated population of 146,000. 
That would leave only 10,000 
Greene County residents out­ 
side the city. 
The land in question includes 
mushrooming real estate devel­ 
opments 
southwest 
of 
Springfield and largely rural 
areas northwest to the corpo­ 
rate limits of Willard and 
northeast to the city limits of 
Strafford. 
“ We may go to circuit court 
to counter-claim the land if it is 
feasible and if it is the wish of 
the people,” said Strafford 
Mayor Don Jacques. “ I just 
think there will be some land 
owners who would prefer to 
live in the city of Strafford.” 
“ We don’t want Springfield to 
become 
strangulated,” 
Springfield City Manager Don 
Busch said of the plan. He said 
it was triggered by reports that 
smaller communities around 
Springfield were planning anne­ 
xation programs themselves. 


The annexation plan, in the 
form of eight City Council bills 
describing specific tracts of 
land, was given a first reading 
it a council meeting Monday 
night. The bills were tabled for 
further study. 
The (dan is to place the anne­ 
xation issue on the ballot April 


F.T. Dulin, mayor of Brook­ 
line, said, “They can’t take 
care of what they’ve got, I 
don’t know what they want with 
any more.” 
“ I kind of expected this 
would come along," said Will­ 
ard Mayor Paul Nelson. “ We 
do use Springfield for our liveli­ 
hood.” He said about 90 per 
cent of the residents of his city 
worked in Springfield. 
The annexation would take in 
land up to the boundaries of 
Willard, Strafford, Brookline 
and a fourth small village, Bat­ 
tlefield. 
Springfield’s tax rates are 
considerably higher than the 
other communities. Willard’s 
tax rate is 80 cents per $100 of 
assessed value compared to 
$1.70 in Springfield. 
The 
proposed 
annexation 
would also take Springfield into 
Christian County. A 30-foot 
wide strip 3.7 miles long would 
be annexed in Christian County 
to give Springfield jurisdiction 
over Missouri 194.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Leg­ 
islation proposed by the Board 
of Governors of the Missouri 
Bar would change the posses­ 
sion of small quantities of 
marijuana to a civil offense 
punishable only by a fine. 
“ Call it a civilization,” said 
James Hullverson, a St. Louis 
lawyer who served on the sub­ 
committee that recommended 
reduced penalties for mari­ 
juana possession. “The board 
of governors didn’t really like 
the use of the word decriminali­ 
zation because that may give 
the wrong idea.” 


Under the proposed legisla­ 
tion, manufacturers and sellers 
of marijuana would continue to 
be punished under criminal 
law. Persons possessing less 
than two ounces would face 
only civil charges, however, 
and would be fined up to a 
maximum of $100. 
The subcommittee report ac­ 
cepted by the board at a meet­ 
ing Wednesday called mari­ 
juana “ a relatively innocuous 
substance” and quoted several 
medical and scientific refer­ 
ences. 


“ Balanced against the rela­ 
tive harmlessness of the sub­ 
stances, we find the costs of 
continued criminal prohibition 
unacceptable,” the report said. 
“The present criminal treat­ 
ment alone costs millions in 
this state alone; adds thou­ 
sands of cases to an already 
overloaded docket; is perceived 
as hypocritical by large seg­ 
ments of our population and is, 
in fact hypocritical, in light of 
our treatment of alcohol and to­ 
bacco, 
and does 
not 
sig­ 
nificantly 
deter 
marijuana 
use.” 
Hullverson said the subcom­ 
mittee wrestled with recom­ 
mending decriminalization or 
outrght legalization. 
“ We ... recognized that a 
bill to legalize marijuana, even 
though fully justified by the ob­ 
jective facts, would not likely 
be acceptable to the general 
public at this time,” the report 
concluded. 


Missouri would become the 
11th state to decriminalize 
marijuana possession if the 
proposal is adopted by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (AP) - 
Officials 
in 
cities 
near 
Springfield are not happy about 
the larger city’s plan to more 
than double its size. 
Ordinances proposed at a 
meeting Monday night would 
add 90 square miles of land to 
Springfield’s boundaries, which 
now cover «4 square miles. It 
would add about 90,000 people 
to Springfield’s current esti­ 
mated population of 145,000. 
That would leave only 20,000 
Greene County residents out­ 
side the city. 
The land in question includes

Strafford. 
“We may go to circuit court 
to counter-claim the land if it is 
feasible and if it is the wish of 
the 
people,”

Strafford 
Mayor Don Jacques. “I just 
think there will be some land 
owners who would prefer to 
live in the city of Strafford.” 
“We don't want Springfield to 
becom e 
strangulated,” 
Springfield City Manager Don 
Busch said of the plan. He said 
it was triggered by reports that 
sm aller communities around 
Springfield were planning anne­ 
xation programs themselves 


The annexation plan, in the 
form of eight City Council bills 
describing specific tracts of 
land, was given a first reading 
at a council meeting Monday 
night. The bills were tabled for 
further study. 
The plan is to place the anne­ 
xation issue on the ballot April 
4. 
F.T. Dulin, mayor of Brook­ 
line, said, “They can’t take 
care of what they’ve got, I 
don’t know what they want with 
any more.” 
“I 
kind 
of expected this 
would come along,” said Will­ 
ard Mayor Paul Nelson. "We 
do use Springfield for our liveli­ 
hood.” He said about 90 per 
cent of the residents of his city 
worked in Springfield. 
The annexation would take in 
land up to the boundaries of 
Willard, 
Strafford, 
Brookline 
and a fourth small village, Bat­ 
tlefield. 
Springfield's tax rates are 
considerably higher than the 
other communities

tax rate is 80 cents per $100 of 
assessed value compared to 
$1 70 in Springfield.

Ford, the singing and guitar- 
Playing partner of Les Paul in the 
1950s, has died of pneumonia 
after nearly eight weeks in a 
diabetic coma. 
She was the niece of the late 
Mrs. Jessie Summers Bloom­ 
field of Sikeston and was a 
cousin of Marietta Ashley and 
Betty Jo Shell of Sikeston. 
Paul and Miss Ford put out a 
string of silkily harmonized pop 
hits such as “ How High the 
Moon,” “ Vaya Con D ios,” 
“ Mockingbird Hill” and “ The 
World 
is Waiting for the 
Sunrise.” 
The 
Duo 
pioneered 
the 
multiple recordings technique 
used to provide full harmonies 
on their records of the 1950s. 
Although Miss Ford retired 
from 
performing 
after 
her 
divorce from Paul in 1964, let­ 
ters and phone calls poured into 
the hospital from people who 
remembered the couple’s hits. 
” She died after being here 54

Consulting service Auto theft is high 
for businessmen 
incom e prod Ucer 


NEW YORK (AP) - After 
eight years of representing con­ 
sumers in the White House, 
Virginia Knauer is trying to 
teach businessmen some of the 
lessons she learned about the 
American shopper 
She has opened a Washing­ 
ton-based consulting agency to 
help companies and individuals 
deal with the demands and 
needs of consumers in areas 
ranging 
from product com­ 
plaints to environmental wor­ 
ries. 
In a recent interview, Mrs. 
Knauer said businesses are 
concerned primarily with “ how 
better to communicate with the 
consumers. Banks are inter­ 
ested in how better to explain 
to women depositors how to 
take advantage of the new laws 
(on women and credit) ... The 
utilities are interested in how to 
get consumer reaction on vari­ 
able rates. ...” 
Mrs. Knauer said the attitude 
of business has changed since 
she joined the federal govern­ 
ment. She said there was an 
“ early resistance ... to changes 
to accommodate the consumer 
point of view." During her time 
in the White House, she said, “ I 
saw a complete coming around 
to the realization ... that the 
smart businessman, when he 
used consumerism as another 
innovative 
marketing 
tool; 
would find it financially benefi­ 
cial.” 
While inflation is still the 
single most important concern 
of consumers, 
Mrs. 
Knauer 
said there have been some 
changes in attitude. There is “a 
growing 
sophistication,” 
not 
only in terms of buyers' rights, 
but in terms of what those 
rights will cost, she said. “ Con­ 
sumers are becomming sophis­ 
ticated enough (to know) that 
when they ask for certain new 


protection, they're going to pay 
for it, not manufacturers (who) 
pass on these costs.” 
Mrs. Knauer, whose govern­ 
ment title was director of the 
Office of Consumer Affairs and 
special assistant to the presi­ 
dent for consumer affairs, was 
criticized during her tenure for 
what some felt was her favor­ 
ing of the voluntary approach 
to consumer protection while 
not pushing strongly enough for 
legislative action. 


She said she still believes in 
encouraging businesses to act 
on their own to protect con­ 
sumers, although “ the goad (of 
possible legislative action) al­ 
ways should be tnere.” 
Mrs. Knauer also came under 
attack from some actiists for 
switching her position on an in­ 
dependent agency for consumer 
affairs. She supported such an 
agency, then, when President 
Ford proposed instead the crea­ 
tion of consumer representation 
divisions within existing depart­ 
ments, changed her view. 
She said she is convinced that 
Ford was right. “ I think the 
time has come and gone as far 
as the agency 
bill is con­ 
cerned,” she said, noting that 
proposals for such an agency — 
supported by President Carter 
— have run into unexpectedly 
strong opposition this year. 
Mrs. Knauer also contended 
that while the Carter adminis­ 
tration has the image of being 
more attuned to consumer in­ 
terests than its predecessors, 
consumers actually have less of 
a voice than before. 
She noted that she served on 
several 
Cabinet-level 
bodies 
such as the Cost of Living 
Council and said her successor, 
Esther Peterson, does not seem 
to have that kind of input 
policy making.

CAPE GIRARDEAU - Auto 
theft is probably the single 
largest income producer for 
organized crime in Missouri, but 
it stands near the bottom of 
nearly every law enforcement 
agency’s 
priority 
list

prosecution, a Tribune survey 
shows. 
No other crime is more telling 
on outstate Missouri’s failure to 
develop a coordinated, effective 
investigation system. 
Jam es Lummus, s Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agent 
stationed here, contends that 
auto theft produces more in­ 
come for criminal elements in 
Missouri than any other single 
activity - including illegal drugs 
and gambling. Lummus is 
foined in that assessment by 
police 
intelligence officers 
elsewhere in the state. 
Lummus believes the auto­ 
theft racket is centered in the 
area south of St. Louis all the 
way to the Arkansas line, with 
tentacles stretching to Boone 
and Callaway counties. 
Auto-theft 
rings 
have 
headquartered themselves in 
outstate Missouri to escape the 
attention of special auto-theft 
units in major metropolitan 
police department. 
Outstate, the rings face un­ 
dermanned 
sheriffs 
depart­ 
ments: small-city police forces, 
which are pressed just to keep 
the peace; a few troopers from 
the Missouri State Highway 
Patrol who are members of the 
patrol's 
intelligence and in­ 
vestigation units; and part-time 
prosecutors who face rapidly 
growing 
and 
increasingly 


complicated caseloads. 
Communication among the 
various 
law 
enforcement 
agencies is often minimal. And 
hostility 
occasionally results 
ova* determining who’ll get the 
credit for the few arrest made. 
Sheriff Jam es Hickman of St. 
Francois County tells, for 
exam ple, of the time his 
deputies trailed a stolen car 
across a county line to a salvage 
yard. They called the local 
sheriff to work out a search 
warrant. The local sheriff 
referred them to the local 
prosecutor, who referred them 
back to the sheriff. The officers 
gave up in disgust and went 
home. 
Meanwhile, it is estimaged 
that losses from the more than 
17,000 cases of auto theft in 
Missouri exceed 30 million a 
year, and the dollar value of 
losses continues to rise rapidly.

Another 250,000 cars were 
recovered but had been stripped 
of valuable parts. Damages for 
these cars tan an estimated 
$1,800 per car. Another 250,000 
can were never found, resulting 
in sverage loss of about $3,500 
per car.

NEW YORK (AP) - Lee 
Harvey Oswald threatened to 
kill John F. Kennedy during a 
visit to the Cuban embassy in 
Mexico City two months before 
the president was assassinated, 
former CBS newsman Daniel 
Schorr says. 
Embassy officials threw Os­ 
wald out because they thought 
the threat was a provocation, 
Schorr reports in the current is­ 
sue of The New York Review of 
Books. 
Schorr said the Warren Com­ 
mission, which investigated the 
Nov. 22. 1963 assassination, was 
told of Oswald’s threat but did 
not try to follow it up. 
The commission, Schorr said, 
did not “ press the CIA for in­ 
formation about Oswald's Cu­ 
ban association, this despite the 
fact — or perhaps because of 
the fact — that one of its mem­ 
bers was former CIA Directoi 
Allen Dulles. 
“The Cuban ambassador in 
Mexico City had reported the 
incident to Havana,” Schorr 
wrote. “ It had not been taken 
seriously at the time, but after 
Kennedy's assassination, Castro 
had come to suspect that the 
effort to get Oswald into Cuba 
was part of a right-wing con­ 
spiracy. 
“ Oswald would return from 
Cuba, 
then 
assassinate 
the 
President, and it would look as 
though Castro had been respon­ 
sible,” Schorr said 
Schorr speculated that Os­ 
wald may, however, have been 
acting alone, and his desire to 
kill the President could have 
been triggered by publication of 
a Sept. 9, 1983, interview with 
The Associated Prees in which 
Castro said U.S. leaders would 
be in danger if they attempted 
to eliminate Cuban leaders. 
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Red tape slows 
down chemical 
banning process 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government says red tape is 
delaying decisions on whether 
hundreds 
of chemicals sus­ 
pected of causing cancer should 
be banned from the American 
workplace. 
In a plan expected to have a 
far-reaching impact on business 
and industry, the Labor Depart­ 
ment today proposed eliminat­ 
ing the slow, item-by-item re­ 
view of suspected carcinogens 
it says has stymied its work 
Although 1,500 to 2,000 sub­ 
stances have been identified as 
potentially causing cancer, the 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration has completed 
regulatory action on only 17 in 
its five-year history. 
The proposal by the Labor 
Department agency would set 
standards for identifying and 
regulating all potential cancer- 
causing agents, often without 
the need for lengthy hearings 
as now required. 
“ Trying to control carcino­ 
genic substances on a case-by- 
case basis is like trying to put 
out a fire with an eye drop­ 
per,” 
Labor Secretary 
Ray 
Marshall said in announcing 
the plan, designed to pick out 
those 
substances 
that 
need 
emergency action. 
“ This new policy will allow 
OSHA to respond to threats to 
workers' 
health 
with 
much 
greater speed and efficiency,” 
Marshall said. 
After public hearings some­ 
time 
in 
the 
next 
several 
months, the Labor Department 
can make the standards per­ 
manent. 
The new approach is likely to 
be welcomed by labor and envi­ 
ronmental groups, while being 
opposed by industry. 


Enforcement ot many stand­ 
ards issued previously by the 
agency 
have 
been 
delayed 
through court challenges from 
business and industry groups. 
The Manufacturing Chemists 
Association opposed an earlier 
draft of the plan and was ex­ 
pected to object to the final 
proposal. 
The proposal would allow the 
agency to classify 
potential 
cancer-causing chemicals found 
in the workplace as either con­ 
firmed carcinogens, suspected 
cancer-causing agents or safe. 
Such classifications would in 
turn automatically trigger vari­ 
ous degrees of regulatory ac­ 
tion. 
A 
confirmed 
carcinogen 
would be placed under an im­ 
mediate temporary standard, 
with final action on a per­ 
manent 
regulation 
limiting 
worker 
exposure 
within 
six 
months.

The car titles in this state are 
considered easy to forge.

addition, 
M issouri's 
regulation of salvage yards is 
regarded as ineffective. Police 
believe many salvage yards 
operate as fronts in the sale of 
auto parts that have been 
stripped from cars stolen in the 
state and elsewhere in the 
nation. 
Nationally, federal law en­ 
forcement uathorities believe 
organized crime is moving into 
the auto-theft business after 
having left it decades ago. 
Intelligence 
officers 
in 
Missouri, meanwhile, see signs - 
• such as the widely spread 
business of forged titles - that 
there may be a higher level of 
organization to Missouri's auto 
theft. But they believe organized 
crime has not yet acquired 
direct interest in the business 
here. 
Instead, officers say, auto­ 
theft rings are decentralized and 
largely 
manned 
by 
“ small­ 
time" criminals operating in 
small units. A “ ring” often has 
the active participation of no 
more than from three to five 
persons But that ring can earn 
up to $100.000 a year for each of 
its members. 
Often a member of one ring 
has contact with another. There 
occasionally 
is 
some 
cooperation, even though ap­ 
parently always informal and 
alw ays based on personal 
friendships or past association 
Auto thieves normally are 
specialists, engaging in no other 
form of criminal activity. More 
often tha.n not, they are pitted 
against 
police 
officers 
and 
sheriffs deputies who have had 
little or no training in auto-theft 
investigation. 
As a result, police cases show 
that major auto thieves operate 
for periods of up to 10 years or 
more before finally being caught 
and convicted. 
“ I don't think anyone realizes 
the total seriousness of the 
problem here in Missouri," said 
one 
intelligence officer who 
asked not to be identified. “ I 
think auto theft is running away 
from us. We aren’t controlling it. 
And we can t seem to get the 
attention of either our superiors 
or the public in order to do 
something effective about it."

praise without evidence of flattery They have good humor, can 
and do laugh at themselves, laugh with but not at the other 
fellow
